SIX NEW ROUTES 


Cc. B.C. N. R., and G, T. P. cll Have 
Plans for Weure eye Pass- 
ed—Also the 4. B. & P, 


— 


Ottawa Ont,, June 18,—Several 
route map applications by railways 
were made before Hon. GP. Graham, 
Minister of Railways, today. G. A. 
Magrath, M.P., appeared ‘hefore the 
minister and emphasized the prinei- 
pal that roads in the west should be 
foreed to Spread out as much as pos- 
sible, Unless they did this they 
could not begin to fill the needs of 
the people. In one instance he ap- 
pealed against the divergence o1 the 
G.T.P. from Carbon to Calgary, The 
minister thoroughly agreed and an 
order wag given that the railway 
should pass within one mile of Car- 
bon unless engineering difficulties 
preclude. Mr. Magrath drew particu- 
lar attention to the C.P.R. and U.N. 
R. running towards Lethbridge from 
the east, Instead of running practi- 
cally over the same ground they 
should be spread out and an import- 
ant settlement east of Warner which 
required railway facilities urgently 
should be brought in. The minister 
reserved approval or the routes until 
he had given them further conaider- 
ation. The following routes were ap- 
proved ; 

G.T.P., Bigger to Battleford; C.N. 
R., Prince Albert to Battleford; G.T. 
P., Regina branch; G.T,P. Yorkton 
branch; C.P.R. Manitou branch; ©. 
P.R. Moose Jaw. branch. 

Alex Smith, solicitor on behalf of 
the provisional directors of the Hud- 
son Bay and Pacific company applied 
for the approval of the route map 
for that portion of the company’s 
line from Prince Albert, Saskatche- 
wan, through the pass to Fort Chure- 
hill on Hudson Bay. Approval was 
granted ‘rom Prinee Albert to the 
Pass, a distance of over 350 miles.

Lacombe, June 15—Although the La- 
combe district is fairly well supplied 
with railway facilities to the east, 
through the Lacombe-Stettler branch, 
there still is a vast extent of zich 
agricultural country to the west, ex- 
tending for over 100 miles to the foot- 
hills, which as yet is without a rail- 
way. To partially accommodate the 
settlers who have gone into this sec- 
tion in advange of the railway, and 
who are alread raising a large quant- 
ity of grain, an electric railway is pro- 
jected from Lacombe west to Gull 
lake, Bentley and farther west. A 
charter has been secured from the 
povincial govrnment and the promot- 
ers hope to have matie?s in shape for 
work to be commenced on construc. 
tion in the not distant future. The 
citizens of Lacombe are also in hopes 
that when the C. P. R. extends its 
line westward to the Yellow Head 
pass, that their town Will be made a 
divisional point, and an important 
railway center. 

The character of the business blocks, 
some of which would do credit to any 
city in the province, the magnitude 
of the stocks of merchandise carried 
in every line, and the busy appearance 
of the streets, marks Lacombe as one 
of the soundest business points im 
Alberta. The town has never had 
any boom growth, with the consequent 
reaction, but ever since 1898, at which 
time there were only about half a 
dozen buildings, its growth year by 
year has been very marked, and its 
business relations with the surround- 
ing district and the smaller towns 
in the vicinity have become so firmly 
established as to ensure a continu- 
ance of this steady growth, and even 
a greater development in the future 
than in the past. ; 

The population of Lacombe dg at 
present about 1,500, and it is the boast 
of its citizens that there is 20 com 
munity of equa] aumbers in the pro- 
vinee that transacts a greater volume 
of business in a year. : 

The finances of the town are in 4n 
exceptionally sound condition, » the 
debenture indebtedness being only 
some $22,400, and the assessed value 
of taxable property about $1,000,000, 
The municipal government is carried 
on in a carejul and economical man- 
ner by a council consisting of 4 mayor 
and six aldermen. A trunk sewer, as 
the start of a complete sewerage &Y$- 
tem, a suitable fire ball and council 
chamber, graded streets of uniform 
width, on which boulevarding and 
tree planting have. been started, are 
among the things that already mark 
the progress of Lacombe from a small 
village to a town with all the con- 
veniences of modern urban life. 

Th: development of the splendid 
water power on the Blindman river, 
near its junction with the Red Deer 
river, supplies the town with 4 fine 
eleetwic light and power system, which 
is capable of development to an in- 
mense extent. The government tele- 
phone system has the usual long dist- 
ance conpections throughout the pro 
vince, and the large local exchange 
copects with a rapidly extending eye 
tem of rural lines, 8, 

Perhaps as illustrating the increase 
in wealth and progress of the towo 
and district of Lacombe, the history 
of ite agricultural society affords the 
best example, In the year 1894 the 
society held its first exhibition en 
the grounds which had been purchas- 
ed dor $10 per acre, and which were 
then considered to be rather far out 
of town, As time passed and the’ 
town extended in that direction, the 
agricultural grounds were required ¢s 
sites for dwellings, and the society 
decided to sell them and purchase oth.

British-made artieles when articles of 
foreign nations were brought to their 
doors, which is the position in Canada 
today. No political device could re- 
store the British manulacturer to his 
former prestige in Canada. It could 
only be accomplished by the manu- 
facturer himself, through energetic in- 
itiative and _ intelligent promotion 
and above all, by a little real vital 
interest in th Canadian market. (Ap- 
plause,) It would be more than a 
profitable enterprise, for the manufac- 
turer, for with freer trade would come 
a better. knowledge of each other and 
@ nearer approach to the common 
viewpoint. Dealing with imperial de- 
fence Mr; Nichols said when it was 
thought Britain’s mastery of the sea 
was imperilled Canada did not talk 
of autonomy, she talked of Dread- 
noughts. He personally thought the 
gift of a Dreadnought would have 
had an educative influence on for- 
eign nations, but anyway Britain 
would not find Canadians evading 
their obvious duty. The value of Can- 
ada’s autonomy ley in the preserva- 
tion of the power behind it, and 
Canadians now were more interested in 
the prompt performance of a long- 
neglected duty than in the manner 
wherein this duty should be discharg- 
ed. (Applause.)

BALFOUR ON UNITY. 
Cannot be Obtained by Sacrifice of 
Independence of Any Faction. 


Sheffield June 18—The delegates 
to the Imperial Press conference were 
entertained te dinner last night by 
the lord mayor of Sheffield. 

In responding -to the toast, “Our 
Guests,” JT. W. Datoe, managing edi- 
tor of the Wiftnipeg Free Press, said 
the conference would have important 
results becanse all the public men of 
England who had spoken with the re- 
sponsibility of office accepted in its 
entirety the view of imfPerial develop- 
ment whieh was had strongly 
throughout the colonie®, and that 
opinion was that the strength of the 
empire lay in the strength of the na- 
tional feeling of the colonies them- 
selves. He was a man of peace, and 
thought they, as newspaper men,ought 
to recognize that they should do noth+ 
ing to imperi] the peace of the world,

and Duéhess of Devonshire at Chats: 
worth, They will be at Manchester 
tonight. 

In response to the request of a

“Ascot—I am confident that the re- 
presentatives of our imperial press 
ean do much towards promoting and 
strengthening unity throughout the 
empire.

“Sutton Place—The result of tha 
conference will be a permanent com- 
mittee to secure proper cable rates 
between Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa and the West In- 
dies.

FARMER TO BUILD RAILWAY 


Has the Capital For First Section 


On Hand. 


Winnipeg, Man,, June 17.—Because 
he was unable to induce any of the 
railroad systems to build a line north 
and south through Saskatchewan, 
“Farmer” Hines, of Hannah, N. D., 
has decided to do the work himself. 
He now has his arrangements practi- 
caliy complete and promises that & 
tual construction will be commenced 
within a few weeks. For several 
months past he has been selling 
stock in the company. Each farmer 
within ten miles of the route -to be 
taken ‘by the railway being allowed 
& $109 share for every quarter section 
he owns. This may be paid for eith- 
er in cash or work. The bonds of the 
company have been guaranteed by 
the Saskatchewan government. So this 
energetic American has all the capi- 
tal required to build the first section 
of the line. 

That he intends to tap the hichest 
wheat raising, country in SAskatche- 
wan is apparent by the plans which 
have already been filed with the de- 
partment of railways and canals at 
Ottawa. The initial construction will 
from there the line runs through 
be between Regina and Melfort and 
Watrous and from thenge to Prince 
Albert, the country around Wat?rous 
being a veritable garden of Eden, 
The line will pass along the side of 
the wonderful mineral lake néar Wat- 
rous, giving a direct line from North 
Dakota to the medicinal waters. 
Prince Albert and Regina will not be 
the terminals of this line if ‘Farmer’ 
Hines’ plans are fulfilled, for it is 
his intention to extend from Regina 
southwards to Duluth and from 
Prince Albert to Hudson's Bay 

He intends this line to be a rail- 
road for the benefit of the ‘armers 
and owned entirely by them and in 
order to provide against any controll- 
ing interest he has made the stipula- 
tion regarding the purchase of stock, 
He is sanguine over the result of hie 
canvas for stock and feels assured a 


portion of the line will be in opera- 
tion during the present year, When 
the main line is completed several 


branches will be built and from one 
end of the system to the other the 
company wil lown and operate its 
own elevator system.
